GEN. ANDERSON FINDS CLOTHESPINS 
INSTEAD OF CARTRIDGES.

Anderson on Defects. 

General T. M. Anderson, in the course of 
his address on The Army of the United 
States,“ said: 

I have learned from army experience that 
it is not sake to indulge in ativerbs and ad- 
jectives. I have found in reading the finan- 
cial statistics of the War department that 
under our present system it takes $3 of the 
appropriation to spend $1 upon the service 
and to place the money where it should-go. 

„J have found that in the recent war our 
army, in spite of the experience we gleaned . 
in the civil war, was armed with Springfield 
rifles and black powder, while our enemies 


carried the most modern weapon and used 


smokeless, powder. I. found myself in the 
field that where there was supposed to be 
ammunition there were clothespins, and 
where I expected to find clothing there were 
other materials equally as useless. 

“The present situation in the Philippines 
seems to me to be the same as in the case of 
the man presented with the milliner’s bill. 
On the one side there was the milliner to 
pay, and if he had not been paid there would 
have been the devil to pay. He decided to 


pay the milliner. 
I remember with gratitude the action of. 


the British at Manila and recall with pride 


the picture of the British and Japanese 
fleets steaming out between Dewey’s ships 
and the Germans with their bands playing 
our national hymn and the crews of the 
three nations manning the rigging of their 
own accord and cheering their hearts out.“

What are the Boers and the British 
going to fight over? There is a question 
about granting the franchise to English 
people in the Transvaal. There is a con- 
troversy about teaching the English lan- 
guage in the public schools. There is a 
dynamite monopoly which the mine-owners 
comptain of. There are other and more 
trivial questions. But not all these ques- 
tions, put together, make one respectable 
casus belli. Never have wars been com- 
mencéd for such frivolous reasons as these. 
Nor is the professed desire of the English 
to be “paramount” in south Africa the 
real reason why troops ure being sent there 


from England and from English colonies. 


Great Britain has been the paramount 
power in south Africa ever since it ac- 
quired possession of the Cape Colony. Its 
paramountcy never has been - disputed. 
There is no intention of disputing it. 
Great Britain aims at more than para- 
mountcy. It seeks the abolition of all in- 
dependent governments in south Africa, 
so that.that part of the continent may 
be consolidated into one British province. 
The sympathies of the Americans for 
the Boers must not blind them to the 
fact that the latter have a just cause but 
are the weaker in material means. Their 
antagonist can bring into the field more 
men and artillery. Its money resources 
are unlimited. When Great Britain be- 
gine fighting it will not cease until it has 
whipped out the Boers. ety 
It will have to pay a high price for 
its succes’. It will dink in the estima- 
tion of the civilized world for having at- 
tacked: a weak and practically defense- 
less people, not because of any wrongs 
the latter had committed, but be- 
cause they have gold mines which 
the powerful people coveted and were de- 
termined to possess. The spirit of thejingo 
and the buccaneer is animating the British 
government in its dealings with the Boers. 


THE AUTOMOBILE WAVE. 
There has appeared in New York the first 


number of the Automobile Magazine. It 


comes upon the crest of what it calls the 
“automobile wave.” This wave, it an- 
nounces, is about to sweep over the country, 
leaving the bones of the horse to lie-beside 
those of his antediluvian progenitor, the 
eohippus, to be recovered from the fossil re- 
mains ofthe present period by the palseontol- 
ogist of future ages. This burial of the 


one manufacturing firm alene has orders 
for 5,000 automobiles confirms the state- 
ment that a phenomenal activity is char- 
acterizing the early stages of the new move- 
ment in the United States. | 
It is well worth while to trace the begin- 
nings of the “ automobile wave.” Accord- 
ing to one of the excellent articles in the 
new magazine, the public history of the 
automobile dates from the motor race from 
Paris to Rouen in 1894. This led to the or- 
ganization of the Automobile club of 
France in 1895 by the enterprising Count de 
Dion. Today this club has 2,000 members 
and is one of the most influential organiza- 
tions in the world. From this center the 
new movement came to the United States 
at a single leap when Mr. O. H. P. Belmont 
imported a French automobile carriage 
two years ago and made the sport “ good 
form” in Newport. Harry Payne Whit- 
ney promptly stocked a whole stable with 
dashing automobiles, as he was wont to do 


William K. Vanderbilt Jr. and his cousin 
Alfred were driving their autos in such 
reckless fashion that accidents became as 
frequent as those of the polo grounds or the 
English fox hunt. It became apparent that 
the automobile was a thing of possibilities, 
In coasting down a steep hill young Van- 
derbilt suddenly reversed the wheels and 
caused the vehicle to execate a double 
somersault. When he withdrew his head 
from the grassy bank into which he had 
} dived and dug the sandy Newport soil from 
his eyes and ears his enthusiasm and re- 
spect for the automobile were doubled. 
After this it was apparent that the sport 
was suited to the needs of the society wom- 


| en at Newport, and so. they took up the 


craze in earnest during the summer just 
past. The leading article in the new maga- 
zine describes their exciting experiences 
and the blaze of glory in which the season 
closed with the Newport antomobile race 
and festival. Being true American women, 
they insisted on running their own auto- 
mobiles. Miss Daisy Post, a niece of Mrs.

: business within their juris- 
diction. States can punish agents who 
solicit business for companies which 
have not complied with statutory condi- 
tions. This power of a State over foreign 
insurance companies is legitimaté, and is 
used generally to protect its citizens against 
irresponsible companies. But if a citizen 
does not choose to be protected, that is his 
affair. If he takes out a life or a fire in- 
surance policy in a company not authorized 
to do business in the State he cannot be 
punished for it. The last Kansas Legisla- 
ture passed a law ‘providing fer a 10 per 
cent tax upon fire insurance policies held 
by citizens of that State in companies not 
authorized to do business in Kansas. The 
Superigtendent of Insurance ordered a man 
who held such policies to produce them, in 
order that the tax might be levied. He re- 
fused to do so. When the case reached the 
Supreme Court it decided promptly that 
the law was unconstitutional. There is a 
point beyond which the State cannot go in 
its legislation concerning allen corpora- 
tions. It can enact laws making it difficult 
for them to go to the citizen and solicit 
his business. The State cannot punish the 
citizen for going to such corporations and 
doing business: with them. . 


THREE OAKS’ DEWEY DAY. 
The New York and Chicago festivals are 
over. The flags are furled and the shout- 
ings of the captains are stilled, and the 
current of life once more resumes its ordi- 
nary channels. There are a few more fes- 
tivals yet to be held in various parts of the 
country before the crowning-event of the 
year, which will occur, if nothing prevents, 
during the latter part of this month or early 
in November. 75 
The little Town of Three Oaks, in south - 
western Michigan, when its Dewey day is 
celebrated will be the proudest spot of any 
size in the United States, and it will have 
good reason to be. Three Oaks won the 
Spanish gun captured by Dewey and has 
vaunted itself ever since. Its enthusiastic 
advertisement of itself aroused some jeal- 
éusy in other Wolverine centers, one of 
which, Owosso, it will be remembered, 
sought to eclipse Three Oaks by offering 
Dreyfus a home, but suddenly lapsed into 
a condition of mortification when the hero 
of Rennes paid not the slightest attention 
to the invitation. Rome Center, which had 
contemplated offering a farm to Oom Paul 
at the close of the Boer war, and Blissfield, 
which for a time threatened to become the 
permanent home of the Davis automobile, 
seeing the fate of Owosso, abandoned their 
intention to become famous, and Three 
Oaks was left to make the most of its 
Dewey gun. | 
It has done so. It has secured thirty 
minutes of President McKinley’s valuable 
time. It has appointed a Dewey day, which 
it will celebrate with multitudinous pyro- 
technics, a big basket picnic, floats crammed 
with school children in white and goddesses 
of liberty in many colors, and a proud cav- 
aleade of knights and their ladies from 
New Buffalo, St. Joe, Chickaming, Benton 
Harbor, and other localities in Berrien 
County. It will have Dewey himself, for 
the great Admiral has promised Three Oaks 
he will honor the occasion by his presence. 
It is needless to sayt that Three Oaks is 
proud and proposes to show southwestern 
Michigan a few things in the way of a 
celebration. 
Even this is not all. Three Oaks never 
does things by halves, The Dewey gun is 
at present covered with draperies, which 
are to be removed on Dewey day by pulling 
a lanyard, and the gracious lady who will 
pull the lanyard is none other than Hélen 
Gould, who has accepted the invitation to 
be present. It strikes us that a town which 
can secure the company of Admiral Dewey 
and Helen Gould on the same day is some- 
thing more than a mere speck on the map 
so far down in the corner that it is difficult 
to tell whether it belongs to Michigan or 
Indiana, and that its less than a thousand 
souls have much of the Chicago hustle about 


Tun Tarom bespeaks good weather and 
no end of success for the little place on 
Dewey day, but it hopes Three Oaks will not 
be stuck up and imagine it is Five or Six 
Oaks after the celebration is over.

COURTING THE UNITED STATES. 
A year ago an Austrian public official, 
disturbed by the display of power the 
United States was making, said the na- 
tions of the old world must unite to put 
down this upstart of the new. He did not 
advocate the use of force, but urged the 
creation of a league of the continental pow- 
ers to make an industrial war against the 
United States by ceasing to buy its products. 
This proposition has just been revived by 
“a high Austrian statesman,” who favors 
a tollverein of all the continental countries 
to beat down American competition. He 
professes to believe that without such a 
tariff union it will be impossible for the 
European states to make headway against 
the American trader. 

But, while some Europeans want an in- 
ternational association to -boycott the 
United States, others favor an alliance with 
this country, whose growing resources and 
power command The occurrences 
in Manila Bay and off Santiago and the 
acquisition of the Philippines have suggest- 
ed to some Europeans the thought that more 
is to be gained by combinations with the 
United States than by combinations 
agu inst it. 

One of these individuals is Rear Admiral 
Valois of the German navy. He has just 
published a book on “Sea Power and Sea 
Dominion,” in which he argues that the 
United States and Germany should strike 
hands. In his eyes Great Britain is the 
rival of Germany, which is becoming so 
great a manufacturing and exporting coun- 
try, and he would like to see the aid of this 
country invoked to clip the wings of that 
rival. Admiral asserts that the United 
States, having become a colonial power, as 


f 


ever, and that therefore it is to the interest 
of the American and the German govern- 


ar the Admiral stop with an Amer- 
iean-German alliance. He knows that the 
combined sea power of the two countries 
would be quite inferior to that of Great 


and Holland uniting with the United 
States and Germany in naval and colonial 
matters. J would make in many re- 
spéects a formidable combination, but the 
special advantages to be gained by the 
United States in curtailing the sea and 
colonial power of England are not brought 
out clearly by the Admiral. He is thinking 
of the intérests of Germany rather than 
those of this country. 
This discussion of the advisability of alli- 
ances between the United States and for- 
eign powers is purely academic, for this 
country cannot be persuaded to enter any 
of the “ combines which have been talked 
of. In the future, as in the past, it intends 


to “go it alone.“ There will be no alliance 


with England, though England would like 
to make ohe. There will be no coalition 


with conti: ental powers to pull England 


down. t a woman does not object to 
being w even when she has determined 
to lead a life of single blessedness.

Americans are not offended when hints are 
thrown out that England or some other re- 
spectable power, such as Germany, is ready 
and willing to go into partnership with the 
United States to lay down the law to the 
rest of the world. These propositions are 
flattering, but they must be declined. 


. GIVE JOLIET WHAT IT WANTS. 

The Sanitary District Trustees are 
anxious to have their channel opened by 
Dec. 1, not merely that Chicagoans may 
get some return before the year ends from 
the thirty-three million dollars which will 
have been expended, but to ‘prevent any 
possible Congressional delays secured by 
enemies of Chicago. In order to insure the 
completion of the work before Congress 
meets the trustees have agreed to pay the 
contractoss| $400,000 in excess of the 
amount they would have been entitled to 
receive under ordinary conditions. If for 
any reason the opening of the channel is de- 
layed much beyond Dec, 1 the trustees will 


| have spent uselessly several hundred thou- 


sand dollars | 

The Ist of December is only a little over 
seven weeks off, and the City of Joliet has 
succeeded in securing an injunction which 
stops temporarily the operations of the 
Sanitary District contractors in that city. 


How long it will take to get rid of that in- 


junction if there is a legal battle over it 
cannot be told. It may take only a week. 
The probabilities are that it will take sev- 
eral weeks of precioustime. Ifthe trustees 
shall win this fight in the courts Joliet may 
attack them in some new quarter. ; 
The simplest way to dispose of this in- 
junction and to prevent others is to com- 


ply with the demands of the municipal au- 


thorities of Joliet. The trustees agreed to 
build two bridges at Joliet, the municipal 


authorities agreeing to contribute $10,000 


towards the construction.of one of them. 


They now want the drainage district to foot 
the entire bill. There will be no more trou- 
ble if Joliet ig released from the payment of 
that 310,000. Under the circumstances the 
Drainage Trustees ought to yield to this de- 
mand, even though they deem it unjust. 


By making this concession some minor con- 
cessions will be obtained which will reduce 
the total extra cost to a little over $5,000. 


After having swallowed a camel, in the 
form of extra payments to contractors 
amounting to $400,000, it would be silly to 
strain at a $5,000 or $10,000 gnat. If peace 
is not made with Joliet promptly the heavy 
extra expenditures of the trustees may 
have been made in vain. In that event the 
trustees will hot be able to excuse them- 
selves to the taxpayers. As a business 
proposition it will be well to yield to the 
demand of Joliet. Then it will be possible 
for Chicago sewage to “ run unvexed to the 
sea” this year:

RETURNS FROM GERMANY GREATLY 
IMPROVED IN HEALTH, 
Will Start Today tor Oconomowoc to 
Visit His Son and Grandchildren for 
a Week Before Resuming Hie Bus- 
Son Speaks Enthustastic- 
ally of His Long Rest at Bad Nau- 
~ heim—Watches Dewey Parades and 
Yacht Races While m New York. 


Philip D. Armour returned to Chicago 
yesterday morning, after a five months’ 
sojourn in Europe. He is much improved in 
health. His long reat at the baths of Bad 
Nauheim, Germany, where he was under the 
careful attention of leading German physi- 
cians, is said to overcome the attack of heart 


trouble which a half-year ago threatened 


serious results. During the days of quiet 
at. this health resort Mr. Armour was prag- 
ly cut off from the world, the doctors 

requesting that he not even receive the 
newspapers. 

On his arrival in New York a fortnight 
ago Mr. Armour was an observer of the 
parades marking the receptiog to Admiral 
Dewey, this being the first public event to 
occupy his attention since his departure 
from this city last April. Last week he 
watched some of the yacht races. While 
in New York he was the guest of his brother, 

Mr. Armour reached Chicago at 9 a. m., and 
was driven at once to his residence, 2115 
Prairie avenue. He had been met in New 
York by Mrs Armour, who accompanied 
him to Chicago, Today he will leave for 
Oconomowoc, Wis., to spend a week with his 
son, Philip D. Armour Jr., and with his 
grandchildren before again assuming active 
business cares. To those of his friends who 
called at the family residence yesterday Mr. 
Armour extended a hearty greeting, and 
spoke enthusiastically of the great benefits 
he had derived from his European trip. 

Mr. Armour will again enter his business 
office after a brief rest at Oconomowoc,” 
said a friend who had called. He has im- 
proved greatly in health, and his step is as 
elastic as ever, Some of the friends of the 
family have been somewhat skeptical as to 
his recovery when the early reports came 
back from Germany. Absolute quiet, how- 
ever, has brought a splendid change. The 
statements that Mr. Armour has suffered 
an apoplectic seizure were wholly un- 
founded.”

The annual recurrence of strained relations 
between the Lincoln Park Commissioners 
and the Supervisors of the Towns of North 
Chicago and Lake View came to pass yes- 
terday afternoon, when a tax levy of $241,000 
for park purposes was filed with the County 
Clerk by Supervisor Perkins of North Chi- 
cago and Supervisor Best of Lake View. 
The amount, while $1,000 in excess of the 
sum given the commissioners last year, is 
$59,000 less than the appropriation asked 
by them this year, and the commissioners 


are in despair over the prospect. 
President Woodworth talked about “ clos- 
ing up shop when he learned of the action 
of the Supervisors. He likewise accused 
Supervisor Perkins of playing politics,“ 
and of being in a dense state of ignorance 
concerning the management of Lincoln Park. 
Commissioner Shields also intimated that 
neither of the Supervisors was qualified 
to determine how much money was needed 
to meet the expenses of the park, and that 
politics had warped their judgment in the 
matter. 
On the other hand, Supervisors Perkins 
and Best stated that they had carefully con- 
sidered the subject, and that after examining 
the Assessors’ returns had decided the levy [| 
was ample under the circumstances. In fix- 
ing the amount to be contMbuted by the 
taxpayers of North Chicago they agreed 
upon $191,000. The amount of the levy for 
Lake View was fixed at $50,000.
